E, W. BOK LEFT $23,700,000, 
TAX APPRAISAL DISCLOSES 


Provision in Editor’s Will Against 
Inventory, Hitherto Céncecaled 
Value of Property. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

NORRISTOWN, Pa., Sept. 17.— 
Edward W. Bok, editor and philan- 
thropist who died at Mountain 
Lake, Fla., Jan. 9, 1930. left an 
estate valued at $23,718,981, it was 
in a transfer inheritance 
tax appraisal filed here yesterday. 

Because of a provision in Bok’s 
will requesting that no inventory or 
appraisement of his «state ‘‘be filed 
for »ublic inspection” its value had 
not heretofore become known. For 
purposes of probate his will had 
listed the value at ‘$200,000 and 
upward.” 

Since Jan. 1, 1916, Bok § gave 
away to relatives, friends and char- 
ities a total of $3,227,211. Among 
his most impvurtant gifts to charita- 
ble institutions were $834,541 to 
the American Foundation, Inc., for 
the building of the Singing Tower 
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|Lake, Fla., as a “gift of beauty to 


the people of America; $239,480 
to the Philadelphia Orchestra; 
$159,000 to Princeton University 
for the endowment of the Woodrow 
Wilson Professorshop of Li-.erature, 
and $105,000 for a nurses’ home.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 17.— 
Harry Volpe, said by police to be a 
bootlegger and informer for Fed- 
eral agents in this city and former- 
Jy in Detroit, was found murdered 
in an automobile on Eighth street 
this morning. One bullet had been 
fired through the brain. Police 
think he .-as killed by gangsters. 

Volpe’s body was found in a 
stédlen sedan which had _ . been 
parked in a residentia] section since 
last night. 

In the Middle West Volpe is re- 
puted o here been a valuable ally 
in the activities of George E. Gold- 
ing, ~hief of a special squad of dry 
raiders with a roving commission. 

Volpe had worked with Federal 
agents in Chicago, Cleveland, De- 
troit, St. Louis, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Boston and Pittsburg, 
as well as in Providence, officials 
said. 

He was said ta be responsible 
for the indictment ‘of 112 men in 
Cleveland March is, 1926, in a 
liquor ring case. The Government, 
it is said, spent $200,000 to un- 
earth evidence against Benjamin 
and Frank Fogel of Philadelphia 
and Benjamin and David Gerson- 
stein of Cleveland, millionaire boot- 
leggers, who were indicted for con- 
spiracy. Volpe himself was in- 
dicted as a member of the ring 
and pleaded guilty, but never Was 
punished. He was the star witness 
in the case, and in March, 1926, 
was taken to Washington to iden- 
tify Benjamin Fogel, who fought 
removal to Cleveland. 


Volpe Turned Informer When He 
Thought He Was “Double-Crossed.”’ 
By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.— 
Harry Volpe, found shot to death 
today in Providence, R. I., was the 
Government’s star witness in the 
investigation of the Superior Indus- 
trial Alcohol Co. here six years ago, 
a liquor conspiracy. 

It was Volpe, a customer of the 
alcohol company, who precipitated 
the Government’s roundup which 
resulted in a number of indictments 
in the Middle West. 

His story,.according to Federal 
officers, Was that he was to have 
receivcd 30,000 gallons of alcohol 
under an arran:ement that if it was 
seized by officers, he was not to 
stand the loss The liquor was 
confiscated here and when Volpe 
could not recover his loss, he be- 
lieved he had been “double- 
crossed.”’ 3 

Although he said many threats 
had been made against his life if 
he talked, he went to former Unit- 
ed 
Bernsteen and told of the alcohol 
ring. The ring was smashed and 
112 persons were indicted, includ- 
ing Volpe, here and in other cities, 

At one time in the investigation 
he failed to identify a principal, 
but later made the identification. 
“1 had the fear of vengeance put

PROFESSOR KILLED 


WIFE BY DROWNING 


INQUEST VERDICT 


Premeditated Murder, Says 
Coroner’s Jury at Hamp- 
ton, Vt., Where Elisha 
K. Kane Is Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAMPTON, Va., Sept. 17.—A 
Coroner's jury late this afternoon 
returned a verdict that Mrs. Jenny 
Graham Kane came to her death 
by drowning last Friday at the 
hands of her husband in a “pre- 
meditated murder.’’. The husband, 
Prof. Elisha Kent Kane, is a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the University 
of Tennessee. 

The Coroner's verdict read: 
“Mrs. Jenny Graham Kane came 
to her death about 11 a. m. Sept. 
11 at Grand View Beach from 
drowning at the hands of her hus- 
band, Elisha Kent Kane, a pre- 
meditated murder.” 

Coroner George K. Vanderslice 
said in Circuit Court today that he 
thought a motive for the drowning 
was contained in a letter signed 
“E. H. D.,” suggesting that Prof. 
Kone get rid of his wife. He 
said he thought the letter was writ- 
ten by a Betty Dodd and that it 
had probably been destroyed. 

The Coroner, appearing in oppo- 
sition to bail.for the professor, 
who is held for murder, did not 
explain how the content of the let- 
ter was known to officers, who the 
woman was or why he identified 
her as the writer of the letter. He 
said, however, he had Other letters 
with the same signature suggesting 
travel in out-of-the-way places in 
Europe and the doing of unusual 
things. 

Judge C,'VYernon Spratley, before 
whom the application for bail was 
brought, said he would announce 
a decision tomorrow. Defense at- 
torneys contended the professor 
was being unjustly deprived of his 
liberty, during a prolonged Coro- 
ner’s inquest. 

The Coroner did not say where 
the letters were mailed, but just 
before the inquest was resumed 
this afternoon he allowed newspa- 
per men to read the signature of 
a letter postmarked from the liner 
America on Sept. 1. It was ended, 
“I still hold you very dearly in’my 
heart—Betty,” and was addressed 
to Prot. Kane. , 

The Coroner's * 

“This evidence with other testi- 
mony,” the Coroner said, “seems to 
indicate the death of Kane's wife 
was of a premeditated, carefully 
planned, deliberate character.” 

He said neither the letters he had 
nor their contents had been intro- 
duced in testimony before the in- 
quest, but were made a part of the 
record to be filed with the court.

‘PASSIVEMUTINY’. 


N BRITISH NAVY 
QVER PAY ENDS 


Crews Yield to ‘Intensive 
Persuasion’ and Atlantic 
Fleet Sails. for Home 
Ports. 


WAGE CUT INQUIRY 
TO OPEN AT ONCE 


Threats of Disciplinary Ac- 
tion Mad= by Govern-| 
ment; ‘Women Started 
All the Trouble.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—The _ Brit- 
ish Atlantic fleet, disturbed by un- 
precedented disaffection among the 
enlisted personnel, separated today 
and the ships steamed from Inver- 
gordon, Scotland, for their home 
ports, but only by threats of disci- 
plinary action were the officers 
able to get the vessels under way. 

The men, grumbling over pay 
cuts dictated by the emergency 
Nationalist Government, refused 
orders even after they had been 
asstired that their grievances were 
to be considered by the Admiralty, 
and the officers were obliged to 
employ what was described as “in- 
tensive persuasion.” 

A message explaining the Gov- 
ernment’s promise to investigate 
allegations that economic hard- 
ships would be imposed upon the 
familics of enlisted men if the pay 
cut schedule became operative, was 
circulated among all the ships, and 
on every vessel the officers ap- 
pealed for acceptance of the Ad- 
miralty’s terms. 

But in many cases the men were 
hard to convince, and it was two 
hours before all the ships had 
weighed anchor. Even then speci- 
fic promises had to be given that 
the ships were, indeed, headed for 
their home ports and would not be 
separated to isolated ports. 

Twc'ive vessels leaving Invergor- 
don sailed for Inverness, Ports- 
mouth, Plymouth and Chatham. 

Will Resort to Discipline. 

Any further refusal of men in 
the British Navy to@carry out or- 
ders will be dealt with under the 
navy discipline act, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, announced in the House 
of Commons today in a statement 
On naval pay reductidns and the 
unrest which has followed them. 

In reply to an ironical question, 
whether the pay cuts were among 
those agreed to provisionally by 
the late Labor Government, he said 
that, when he took over the Ad- 
miralty for the new National Gov- 
ernment, he found instructions to 
make the cuts in question. 

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald added that the Labor Govern- 
ment had been advised by the Ad- 
miralty, when the cuts were wun- 
der consideration, that the men 
loyally would accept them, provid- 
ed there were cuts all around in 
the public services and that there 
also was an adequate cut in the 
unemployment dole. 

As for the Army, a spokesman 
for the War Office informed the 
House that all ranks had accepted 
pay cuts but that the Army coun- 
cil had set up a committee to in- 
quire into cases of hardships im- 
posed by reductions. 

The big’ Navy chiefs will gather 
here tomorrow to begin the pay 
cut inquiry ordered by the Ad- 
miralty. Admirals in command at 
the important home: naval ports 
have been called in to take part. 

It was the women who started all 
that trouble in the fleet at Inver- 
gordon, naval men at Portsmouth 
are inclined to believe. The news- 
papers here and at most of the oth- 
er naval ports have been deluged 
with letters from sailors’ wives con- 
demning the proposed pay cuts as 
unfair and demanding that the Gov- 
ernmegt reconsider. The wives also 
gave their husbands a piece of 
their minds and this, so the story 
goes, started the “passive mutiny” 
at sea. 

Other Reports of Unrest. 

While the passive mutiny in the 
Atlantic squadron hag temporarily 
been called off, reports have been 
received of unrest in other quarters. 
The Daily Mail said the air force at 
Malta was discontented over pay 
cuts but no trouble had occurred. 
The Mediterranean fleet at Gibral- 
tar was said to be quietly awaiting 
the outcome of the Admiralty’s in- 
vestigation. A <ispatch from Rio 
de Janeiro said officers and men 
aboard the British cruiser Daunt- 
less were: 4d to be accepting wage } 
reductions without protest, believ- 
ing that the Navy, like public serv- 
ants throughout the Empire, must 
help the Governmc-nt in its econ- 
omy program. 

Some misgivings were expressed

LIBERALS BACK MACDONALD, 
OPPOSE TARIFF FOR BRITAIN 


Party Executive Committee Says 
Import Duties Fail Elsewhere 
to Remedy Ills. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—The Liberal 
Party Executive Committ@e today 
adopted a resolution § reaffirming 
its support for the MacDonald Gov- 
ernment but asserting its opposi- 
tion to imposition of tariffs. 

“Recovery of world trade is 
hampered not only by payment of 
international war debts and repa- 
rations,’ the resolution said, “but 
also by tariffs which obstruct the 
exchange of commodities between 
nations, reduce the purchasing 
power of the pwoples and have 
failed in other countries to remédy 
econoniic ills. A general tariff in 
this country would be no solution 
for our difficulties.” 

The British national committee 
of the International Chamber of 
Commerce declared in a report to- 
day that “it is essential to correct 
the disequilibrium in the balance 
of trade and no other means ‘s 
open to Great Britain than drastic 
reduction of the volume of im. 
ports either by total prohibitions 
or by a general tariff.” 

This report suggested Britain call 
an international economic confer- 
ence on co-ordination of world 
tariffs.

George Sowell, 65, mechanic, 
burned in bed in his third-floor 
room. 

The injured: 

Allen Hutchens, 60, saldgman, 
badly burned, overcome by 
smoke, and otherwise injured 
when he fell or jumped from a 
third-floor window. Condition 
serious. 

Mrs. Margaret Collins, 45, 
burns of the body, face and arms, 
Serious. 

Mrs. Bertha Lawrence, 65, pos-

MISSIONARY FATALLY CLAWED 
IN ENCOUNTER WITH LION 


Gun Jams After He Misses Beast 
on Hunt Near Choma, South 
Africa.

CAPE TOWN, Sept. 17.—The 
Rev. Myron Taylor, a member of 
a mission operated by the Ameri- 
can Brethren in Christ, died today 
at Choma after a struggle with a 
wounded lion. 

The beast had escaped from a 
trap“and the missionary fired at it 
three times with his rifle, but 
missed. The lion charged and Tay- 
ler’s gun jammed. His native crew 
fled and the lion leaped upon the 
missionary. 

Trying to ward off the attack, 
Taylor thrust his hands toward the 
beast and both hands were . bitten 
off. The lion clawed Taylor, then 
made off. When the natives re- 
turned, Taylor was unconscious. 
They carried him 30 miles to Cho- 
ma on a stretcher and he died 
there from loss of blood, 


SEPTEMBER INCOME TAXES 
$2,000,000 BEHIND LAST YEAR 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, “Sept. 16.—In- 
come tax receipts of $13,106,867 on 
Sept. 15 brought the total for the 
month td $19,496,353, or $2,009,000 
less than collected in the corre- 
sponding period of last September. 
While the third quarter’s pay- 
ments of income tax were made on 
Sept. 15, only a small part had 
been tabulated. It was expected 
at the Treasury, however,.that the 
amount collected. this month would 
be the smallest for any September 
in the last decade. 

A sharp decline in income taxes 
started in March when collections 
were $226,000,000 below those in 
the previous year.

Sleeping Roomers Aroused. 

There he met John Sommers, 
resident of the Franklin Hotel, 
3502 Franklin avenue, in the rear 
of the rooming house, who had 
first seen the flames and had 
turned in an alarm. Gaines, Som- 
mers and John Sonnan, proprietor 
of the Franklin Hotel, began rous- 
ing the roomers and shouting in- 
structions to those whose escape 
was cut off by the bursing stairs.

EXCESS WEALTH TO AID IDLE 


Cincinnati Diocese Head issues 
Pastoral Letter on Un- 
employment, 

By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 17.— 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas ct 
the Catholic diocese of Cincinnati 
today issued a pastoral letter on 
unemployment in which he advo- 
cated a conscription of exc2ss 
wealth as “wholly in harmony with 
the principles of Christian social 
justice.” 

He termed extreme concentra- 
tion of wealth “one of the crimes 
of the country” and held that the 
State cannot place upon charity 
the full burden of caring for the 
unemployed. He took a stand 
against the dole system and in- 
creased taxes, holding that those 
“who are suffering through no 
fault of their own have the right 
to demand the essentials of life.” 

“This is not the time for agita- 
tion,” he wrote, “nor for mere 
theorizing, but for sane thinking 
and prompt but prudent action. All 
to whom religion is a living thing, 
and all who love their country and 
their fellow men and who are able 
to help in the present crisis, should 
resolve to do so in the most gen- 
erous measure possible.”

FIRST UNFAVORABLE TRADE 
BALANCE FOR U. S$. SINCE 1926 


Imports for August $1,000,000 
More Than Exports for 
Period. 

By ihe Associated Press. / 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. — The 
United States had an unfavorable 
foreign trade balance of $1,000,000 
during August, the first such in- 
stance since 1926, 

Exports announced today for 
August by Commerce Department 
were $165,000,000 and imports 
$166,000,000. This compares with 
exports of $297,765,000 in August, 
1930, and imports in the same 
month of $218,427,000, a favorable

One of the men held is Sol Le- 
vine, who started out to drive the 
three victims from their handbook 
agency to an “amicable confer- 
ence” for settlement of a gang dis- 
pute over liquor selling rights. Le- 
vine told several conflicting stories 
last night. The one police were 
inclined to believe was that, at the 
busy intersection of Grand boule- 
vard and Third street, three or 
four men boarded the car, flashed 
pistols, told him to get out, and 
drove away. 

The scene shifted to the apart- 
ment house at 1740 Collingwood 
avenue, in a quiet residential dis- 
trict. Fifteen pistol shots were 
heard. Four men raced down a 
back stairway to an automobile 
waiting in the alley. 

Former Allies of Purple Gang. 

They left behind them the bodies

$10,000,000 TO AID MANKIND 


Estate of Manufacturer Who Hoped 
to Set Up Philanthropic Fund 
Cut. to $4,000,000. ~ 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Death 
cut short the desire of C. Harold 
Smith, New York manufacturer, to 
distribute $10,000,000 for the best 
interests of mankind, it was dis- 
closed with the filing of his will 
covering an estate of less than half 
that amount. 

Tumbling stock prices and shrink- 
age in securities values during the 
depression, together with Mr. 
Smith’s generosity in giving aid to 
the needy, reduced the value of his 
estate to $4,000,000, a statement by 
Reid L. Carr, his lawyer, said. 

Two years ago, Smith, who died 
Aug. 31 in a London hotel, held a 
contest to decide how he could best 
dispose of $10,000,000 in philan- 
thropic enterprises. A Columbia 
professor of psychology won the 
$1000 award with the suggestion 
that the money be used to establish 
a clinic for mental hygiene and the 
study of juvenile crime. 

Then came the downturn in busi- 
ness, his lawyer said, and the man- 
ufacturer had to “defer further 
consideration of his philanthropic 
project until the financial skies 
Should brighten. Then death came 
to him unexpectedly.” | 

Smith bequeathed all his person- 
al and household goods to his wife 
and left stock in the Colombian 
Carbon Co. to his daughter, Mrs. 
Bertha B. Hillas and his son, Sid- 
ney Vere Smith.

234 Persons Saved From Liner 
Columbia Land at ° 
Wilmington, Cal. 


By the Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, Cal., Sept. 17.— 
Weary from four days of hardships, 
but smiling and wearing pajamas 
or borrowed clothing, the 234 ship- 
wrecked passengers and crew of 
the liner Colombia have been land- 
ed here from the rescue steamer 
La Perla. 

The Colombia crashed into the 
rocky Lower Califormia coast 683 
miles south of here Saturday night. 

“Oil from the ship's tanks, which 
burst as the boat went aground, 
@pread over the rough sea and 
helped quiet it for the lifeboats,” 
said R. E. Griffith, Wells- Fargo 
executive from Mexico City, who 
had boarded the Colombia at Ma- 
zatian. 

“We had been in an 80-mile gale 
the night before and the sea was

PEVELY SPOKESMAN 
ASSAILS COMBINE 


Leader of Farmers’ Group 
Says Organization Guar- 
antees Quality — Cites 
Practices Elsewhere. 


The milk strike viewpoints of 
the Pevely Dairy Co., of striking 
producers and, ultimately, of an 
informed consumer, were placed 
before the public at a noisy, 
crowded and sweltering meeting 
last night at Sheldon Memorial, 
3646 Washington boulevard. 

It was a “no-decision’ debate 
sponsored by the St. Louis League 
of Women Voters, and the league 
stuck to its promise to the dairy 
and the Sanitary Milk Producers, 
despite a call from the audience 
for a definite expression by the 
gathering. 

Considerable numbers of the list- 
‘eners, who filled 775 seats and 
rear aisles, acted as claquers for 
each side, and almost every pause 
of any speaker was greeted by ap- 
plause and sometimes whoops and 
whistles. Laughter and occasion- 
ally boos followed bold assertions, 
but applause and heckling were so 
evenly distributed as to indicate 
no definite lineup for either side. 

That conduct tried the patience 
of Walter L. Hensley, former Unit- 
ed States District Attorney, who 
represented the dairy, to the ex- 
tent that he had left the platform 
before Dean Loeb of Washington 
University School of Business and 
Public Administration was called 
from the audience by an acquaint- 
ance to give an expert’s view of 
this milk market and the con- 
sumers’ movement which began a 
year ago to prevent a strike. 

Comment by Hensley. 

One noisy interruption led Hens- 
ley to say, “I can understand better 
than ever before what has been 
happening on Illinois and Missouri 
roads.” When a listener whom he 
recognized as a lawyer asked in 
subsequent discussion why the 
Pevely company refused arbitra- 
tion, Hensley retorted, ‘‘Make your 
speech to the audience.”’ 

The attorney explained that he 
had bought Pevely milk for years 
and merely wanted that point 
cleured up. Hensley asked him to 
repeat the question, and replied, 
“There is no question of a nature 
subject to arbitration which Pevely 
won't arbitrate. The only one in 
this controversy is an attempt to 
force us to sign the marketing con- 
tract of the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers.”’ 

A series of questions for informa- 


the marketing agreement, Tiede- 
man replied, “There is no basis 
whatever for making a statement 
of that kind. Everywhere the pro- 
ducers are organized—and that in- 
cludes every large city in the Unit- 
ed, States—the prices have come 
down in the last six months.” 
Two Causes of Strike, 

Tiedeman attributed the strike 
to two causes, refusal of the Pevely 
dairy to allow farmers to check 
on the weights and tests which de- 
termined their income, and _ the 
new contract excluding the market- 
ing plan from factors determining 
Pevely prices to farmers. 

“I'm not accusing the dairy of 
gypping farmers,” he added, “but 


| mistakes are sometimes made. I'd 
think it would be good business to 


le the farmers know what goes on 
inside the plant. 

“The farmers had no choice in 
signing the Pevely contract. They 
had to sign or stop selling to Peve- 
ly. In most of these communities 
there’s only one dealer who does 
business. The farmer might as 
well sign up or get out of busts 
ness.”’ 

“Farming the Farmers.” 

Hensley remarked that Tiedeman 
was not farming a farm, “but farm- 
ing the farmers and the consumers 
of St. Louis.” He told the romance 
of the dairy, “founded by father 
and son nearly 50 years ago,” and 
gave colorful descriptions of recent 
milk-dumping episodes. As did 
Tiedeman, he dwelt upon an in- 
junction suit of the producers’ or- 
ganization to prevent 12 of its own 
members from Jumping contract at 
Carlyle, Ill., which has been report- 
ed. in the Post-Dispatch. 

He said that Pevely had led in 
making St. Louis the first city to 
insist on tuberculin tests, and that 
not a drop of milk was handled by 
Pevely without inspection by the 
City Chemist. 

“We do not stand against the 
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cents a quart if Pevely had entered

farmers getting together in unions,” 
he said. “But we are not going to 
give up our right of inspecting the 
barns and the cows from which 
milk is coming here.” 

Tiedeman said the organization 
had no disposition to take away 
that right. 

The meeting was breaking up 
when a call was made for some 
representative of the Consumers’ 
Milk Commission to explain the 
marketing plan which it helped 
formulate. Mrs. George Gellhorn, 
called to the platform, remarked 
only that she believed “in what the 
Sanitary: Milk Producers are doing 
and that, in thi: particular contro- 
versy, they’re on the righ side,” 
before referring her questioners to 
Dean Loeb as ‘“‘the man who start- 
ed it.”’ 

Half way to the exits the audi- 
ence halted while Dean Loeb relat- 
ed that a year ago unrest in the 
milk market had been re- 
ferred to him, and by him 
to a fact-finding committee 
which recommended formulation 
of a marketing plan jointly 
by dealers, consumers and pro-

As s* owing the trend of sup- 
posedly expert opinion, betting 
on the worlu series is interesting. 
As told in late ecttions of the 
Post-Dispatch last night, the 
odds indicate that the Athletics 
will be favorites, although even 
the oddsmakers themselves want 
to see the Cards win. Here are 
the prices quoted the Post-Dis- 
patch by Tom Kearney: ' 

On the series—Athletics 7 to

On the opening game—Same 
as on the series.

You Never Can Tell. 
REAK bets largely hav- 


ing to do with the batting 
figures of individuals, is al- 
ready coming to the fore. Fans 
like to Wager that this or that 
player will outbat some other one

That’s risky business. You 
never can tell what players are 
going to do in the big struggle. 
In fact, few teams live up to 
their season's batting figures dur- 
ing world series contests. Last 
year, for example, a year when 
the two leagues had nine teams 
batting above .300 for the season, 
the Athletics as a club batted 
only .197 during the world se- 
ries, while the best the Cardinals 
could do was .200. 

In the last 26 world -series 
played, the 52 teams involved 
have all, with two exceptions, 
failed to hit .300. Several in- 
Stances of team averages for the 
world series below .200 are found 
in the figures. 

The reason, of course, is that 
only the best pitchers are used, 
and these are “‘bearing down” to 
the limit. Every pitch has ev- 
erything the moundman is able 
to put on it. 

In speculating on averages— 
just cut off about 100 points of 
your favorite hitter’s season fig- 
ures and you may approximate 
his probable world series aver- 
age.

Refraining from a desire to arise 
and inquire who this guy Antiquity 
was, it may be said with some se- 
riousness that John C. Meyers has 
a real job on\his hands in his in- 
tention to catch up with the wres- 
tlers. Flowers that bloom in the 
spring have nothing on the roly 
poly boys. 

Kampfer No Moth Ball. 

For example, take Hans Kamp- 
fer, who is the latest ‘“‘title threat,” 
after his victory over Rudy Dusek 
last night before a crowd of 13,082 
spectators. Three months ago 
Kampfer’s name meant nothing; 
today he is being discussed serious- 
ly by “‘believers’’.as a threat to any 
claim Jimmy Londos has to the 
title. Moreover, plans are under 
way, if not already completed, to 
bring the pair together here. 

How did Kampfer get where he 
is? Well, it’s not a long story. He 
has wrestled here five times, count- 
ing last night. On July 14, his first 
appearance, he threw Ivan Vac- 
turoff, amd then in succeeding en- 
gagements won from Jim  Clink- 
stock, Don de Laun, Toots Mondt 
and last night Dusek. 

Of the first four, none is rated 
even a second-class wrestler. Old

by Gerard Swope, president of the 
General Electric Co., at the annual 
dinner of the National Electrical 
Manufatturers’ Association at Ho- 
tel Commodore. Addressing 600 
representatives of the industry, he 
declared that industry must act to 
forestall legislation “threatening 
the fundamental _ structure of 
American business and the cher- 
ished ideals of American socicty.” 

Discussing ‘Stabilization of In- 
dustry,”” Swope pictured industry 
as shackled with restrictions which 
prevent control of production, and 
labor as fettered by disadvantages 
commonly visualized in “the 40- 
year dead line.’’ He proposed a new 
“constitution for industry,’”’ which, 
he suggested, promises lasting re- 
lief from hard times. His plan as 
stated contemplates the stabilizing, 
first, of production and consump- 
tion, and, second, of employment. 

For Federal Supervision. 

At the outset, Swope would shift 
the administration of industry to 
a universal basis. Policies would 
no longer apply to a single unit but 
to a given industry as a whole or, 
indeed, to the entire range of in- 
dustry. The breaking down of the 
barriers which, Swope. said, now 
coerce both industry and _ labor, 
would be accomplished through 
trade associations, and would in- 
volve the organization of a Federal 
supervisory body ‘“‘to safeguard the

Underlying the proposals are five 
basic principles, which their au- 
thor enumerated as follows: Regu- 
larity and continuity of employ- 
ment through the “stabilization of 
industry,’””’ with unemployment in- 
Surance as a reservoir of safety; 
leadership by organized industry 
to avoid the lack of uniformity and 
co-ordination inseparable from di- 
rection by the Legislatures of the 
states; standardized forms of re- 
ports to stockholders to enable 
them as owners to be thoroughly 
and continuously informed as to 
the progress of their business; “co- 
ordination of production and con- 
sumption” for the particular bene- 
fit of wage earners; promotion of 
individual initiative and _ enter- 
prise, and the protection of the 
public through Federal  supervi- 
sion. 

Some Legislation Suggested. 

Swope foresaw an_ industrial 
America in successful opposition to 
the dangers of depression and wun- 
employment. He asserted that out 
of the economic experiences of the 
American people “there should 
arise an independent and responsi- 
ble industry operating under the 
vigilance of an appropriate agency 
of the body politic; a community 
of forthright and self-reliant work- 
ingmen enjoying opportunity to be 
the masters of their environment, 
and a society whose needs will be 
fully and rationally met.” 

“Legislation,” he said, “will be 
required to make such a plan pos- 
sible, including th: probable modi- 
fication of some existing laws.” 

Each industry would establish a 
trade association to be under the 
supervision of the Federal Trade 
Conimission, or a bureau of the De- 
partment of Commerce, or some 
Federal supervisory body specially 
constituted. These associations 
would “outline trade practices, ousi- 
ness cthics, methods of standard 
accounting and cost practice;”’ they 
wold collect and distribute infor- 
mation on volume of business, in- 
ventories of merchandise on hand. 
standardization of products, stabili- 
zation of prices, “and all matters 
which may arise from time to time 
relating to the growth and develop- 
ment of industry and commerce, in 
order to promote stabilization of 
employment and give the best serv- 
ice to the public.” 

The practices devised and admin- 
istered by the associations would be 
submitted to the Federal supervi- 
sory body, “by which their sound- 
ness as a social principle would be 
tested, and to which the public 
might resort to raise objection.” 

Unemployment Insurance. 

Companies of an industrial or 
commercial character having 50 or 
more employes and doing an in- 
terstate business would come with- 


must adopt employe plans provid- 
ing for workmen’s compensation, 
life and disability insurance, pen- 
sions and unemployment insurance. 
Characteristic of these plans, and 
constituting an enlargement of the 
protective principle, is the absence 
of forfeiture of benefits, for it is 
expressly provided that, should a 
worker transfer from one company 
to another, or from one branch of 
industry to another, he would 
carry with him all of his accumu- 
lated gains. 

The pension provision includes 
contributions by employes to a 
minimum of 1 per cent, and ap- 
proximately equal contributions by 
the company. The unemployment 
insurance plan would involve equal 
contributions by the company and 
the employe, and payments. in 
times of layoff amounting to 50 
per cent of average full-time earn- 
ings up to a maximum of $20 a 
week. The principle of joint par- 
ticipation and joint administration 
by management and men in these 
several employe plans is to be fol- 
lowed. 

Board of Overseers. 

In addition a general board of 
administration would be formed 
by each trade association, this 
board to have nine members rep- 
resenting the trade association, the 
employes of the member companies 
and the public. The general board 
of administration would constitute 
a body of overseers. Its duties, as 
laid down by the proposed plan, 
would be to interpret the various 
employe plans, supervise the indi- 
vidual boards of administration of

SLAYER ADMITTED. 
964 MURDERS 


German Chronicle Tells Story 
of Christmas Genipperteinga 
Who Was Racked to Death. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 17.—A tale of 


murder in which the villain killed 
964 men and women before his 
}consort brought about his own 
death on the rack ;because their 
own children were among the vic- 
tims is told in six time-yellowed 
pages found in a cranny of the 
Cologne City library. 

The career of Christmas Genip- 
perteinga, a robber and murderer 
of the sixteenth century came to 
light when an inventory was taken 
of the library’s thousands of vol- 
umes. The story appeared in a 
newspaper, published spasmodical- 
ly in 1581, and described the ar- 
rest, confession and death by tor- 
ture of the murderer. 

It was Genipperteinga’s proced- 
ure, so the story says, to waylay 
travelers on the road to Cologne, 
kill them and take their posses- 
sions. Then he would drag. the 
bodies to his cave and enter their 
name in_the accounts of his ex- 
ploits, detailing the amount of 
money obtained and the subsequent 
hue and cry raised by the relatives 
of his victims. Even his wife was 
numbered among them. 

One day there passed by a wom- 
an so beautiful that the murderer 
offered her a place as mistress of 
his hovel instead, of death. Aftera 
time she informed Cologne author- 
ities of his deeds and a posse cap- 
tured him while he slept. He con- 
fessed his crimes and directed his 
captors to others caves where the 
bones of his victims and his records 
were found. 

After a trial lasting for several 
weeks, he was found guilty and 
sentenced to death on the rack. He 
was torn limb from limb in a tor- 
ture lasting nine days.

WRECKAGE CLOGS 
VERA CRUZ HARBOR 


More Than $100,000 Dam- 
age to Seaport — Two 
Men on American 
Freighter Washed Over- 
board.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 17.—More 
than 100 lives were lost in hurri- 
canes that swept the Lower Cali- 
fornia Peninsula last week-end and 
hit the Vera Cruz Gulf Coast yes- 
terday. 

More than 50 persons were re- 
ported killed at Santa Rosalia, Low- 
er California. Dispatches from La 


Paz, capital of the Southern district 
of the peninsula, said eight lives 
were lost when small vessels in the 
Gulf of California were wrecked. 
Several ships were still missing. 

From Progreso, -Yucatan and 
Vera Cruz came reports that many 
coastwise ships and fishing smacks 
had not been heard from and prob- 
ably had foundered. Vera Cruz 
Harbor was described as clogged 
with the wreckage of small ships, 
although their crews managed to 
escape. 

Communications with Boca del 
Rio and Alvarado were disrupted. 
it was feared ‘heavy damage was 
caused in those towns, where the 
hurricane is thought to have cen- 
tered. 

It was estimated that more than 
$100,000 would be needed to repair 
the damage in Vera Cruz City. 
Houses were unroofed, trees up- 
rooted and docks and warehouses 
demolished. 

Troops were searching the ruins 
In Santa Rosalia, maintaining order 
in the face of a shortage of food 
and water. Rail connections with 
El Boleo mine, back of the town, 
were disrupted. It was understood 
the mine had been flooded. The 
loss at the mine was said to be 
avout $500,000. 

The American freighter Perkins 
was caught in the hurricane and 
an cfficer and a seaman were 
washed overboard. The ship re- 
turned to port considerably dam- 
aged.

How Hurricane and Tidal Wave 
Carried Death and Destruction 
To Belize, Told by Eye-Witnesses 


Father O’Neill Who Aided 
in Rescue of Students Ar- 
rives Here from Honduras 
—Bishop Murphy Writes 
of Disaster. 


First-hand accounts of last 
Thursday's hurricane at Belize, 
British Honduras, were available 
today to Jesuit authorities at St. 
Louis University, headquarters of 
the Missouri Province, of which 
British- Honduras is a part, in let- 
ters from Bishop Joseph A. Mur- 
phy, S&S. J., at Belize, and in the 
personal statement of the Rev. 
James R. O'Neill, who arrived in 
St. Louis from British Honduras 
this morning. 

Eleven members of the Jesuit 
community in Belize, including six 
priests, four scholastics, and a lay 
brother, lost their lives in the 
storm and ensuing tidal wave 
which caused the death to between 
1500 and 2000 residents of the city. 

“The first hurricane,”’ the\Bishop 
wrote in a letter the day after the 
storm, “came from the north with 
a terrifying roar and a flood of 
rain. It wrought great damage to 
small frame houses and sent zinc 
roof-plates flying murderously. It 
tore away one-half of the upper 
college building (St. John’s College, 
operated by the Jesuits) and ruined 
the chapel and gymnasium. 

Collapse of College Building. 

“All (students and faculty) gath- 
ered under the college building un- 
til the fury abated and then many 
went upstairs to view the ruins. 
Within the hour a worse hurricane 
came from the south. Our fathers 
cried: ‘Outside! Downstairs!’ but 
only a few escaped. The few who 
had remained under the building 
rushed out to the swimming kraal 
and clung with Brother Jacoby to 
the sea-wall, 

‘‘They’saw the house shake. Wa- 
ter at the concrete pillars seemed 
undermining them. Then suddenly 
—down ith a terrible crash to 
complete destruction. Brother Ja- 
coby and the boys ran, seeing the 
tidal wave coming, and made for 
the road. The water rushed over 
them but all escaped. They had to 
walk in water up to their waists, 
feeling their way in the dark with 
their feet until they met Father 
O’Neill, who returned toward town 
with them. 

“Five minutes’ before, Father 
O'Neill had crossed the concrete 
canal bridge. Now it was gone and 
Brother Jacoby took a long stout 
wire, swam across and made it fast 
to the other side. By clinging to it 
he saved all the 19. boys or more 
with him. Some_ stopped with 
friends in the city. He brought 19 
to us” (at the episcopal residence 
in the center of the city). 

Imprisoned 10 Hours. 

In the crash of the college James 
Tainter, a scholastic and former 
college football player, was trapped 
in the wreckage from which he 
was rescued 10 hours later unhurt, 
Bishop Murphy wrote, Other 
priests and scholastics were known 
to have been killed at the’ time 
he wrote. but their bodies had not 
been recovered. 

While Brother Jacoby took the 
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BISHOP JOSEPH MURPHY, S. J. 


19 boys to the episcopal residence, 
several other survivors worked in 
the wreckage of the college where 
they spent the night recovering 
bodies of students. They were 
joined by a rescue party headed 
Dy the Rev. Edgar Zurlinden, 
which succeeded in rescuing Tain- 
ter. 

One priest, the Rev. Charles Pa- 
lacio, a native of Spain who had 
become an American citizen, lost 
his life, the Bishop reported, in an 
effort to help the boys and fac- 
ulty members trapped in the col- 
lege. He and Father O'Neill start- 
ed out in an automobile but hich 
water soon stalled «ne engine and 
they started toward town on foot.

Washington, chairman of § the 
group. 

This plan was one of hundreds 
submitted to the board for con- 
sideration as a means of relieve 
ing distress among wheat farmers. 

“The Farm Board cannot ap- 
prove this plan,” C. B. Denman, 
acting chairman said in the letter 
to Summers. “We do not believe 
it is likely to work to the advan- 
tage of the wheat producers of the 
country, or that we are justified, 
under the terms of the agricul- 
tural marketing act, in authorizing 
the stabilization corporation te 
make the contracts suggested.” 

Details of Plan. 

The “Walla Walla” contemplated 
sale of wheat controlled by the 
board to farmers upon signing of 
contracts not to plant next year an 
amount equal to the purchases, up- 
proximately 190,000,000 bushels ree 
mains in the board's wheat bins.

For a Wage Reserve. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ONGRESS could pass a law to make 
every worker pay the Government a 

certain percentage of wages received, as 
au reserve on which the unemployed or 
disabled could draw each month, accord- 
ing to his or her dependents. The amount 
to be drawn would be no more than is 
needed for living purposes. 

Such a law would stop all serious de- 
pressions and hardships, as the buying 
power would not stop and ae certain 
amount of money would have to remain 
in circulation. No credit would have to 
be given to the disabled or unemployed. 
All dealers cOuld buy and pay their bills, 
and we would do away with- begging and 
almsgiving. We would have no more 
bread lines. 

Our present situation could be relieved 
in 60 days. Congress could authorize a 
bond issue of five billions and pay it out 
at once. In 80 days it would start com- 
In prosperious times this re- 
serve would grow to an enormous sum. 

A reserve of this kind surely could not 
be called a dole system. Labor would 
only be laying up a surplus on which to 
draw when needed. 

The Government does practically this 
very thing by paying its employes pen- 
sions. All cannot work directly for the 
Government to share in this. But, indi- 
rectly, we all work for the Government. 
I do. not believe that the Government 
owes anyone a living, but it should make 
some provision to take care of ith people 
in need as at present. If such a law 
were passed, we would need have no fear 
or Overthrow of our Government and ter- 
rible hunger and starvation. Divine 
Providence has supplied us bountifully, 
and no one should have to go hungry. 
Most people will not save and compul- 
sory saving would be a blessing to them.

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THE CARDINALS WIN. 

St. Louis and its hinterland rejoice in the victory 
of the Cardinals, whose fourth pennant in six years 
was clinched yesterday. 

The farm plan of Drs. Breadon and Rickey is more 
than a success. It is the outstanding thing in the 
national game today. These eminent experts in the 
evolution of talent are conducting seven preparatory 
schools as well as the varsity in St. Louis. In ad- 
dition to the National League pennant won by the 
sterling St. Louis crew, the Cardinal management 
has virtually won three pennants in the minor 
Leagues. Two of these, in the Texas League at Hous- 
ton and the Western Association at Springfield, 
are already decided. The Rochester team in the In- 
ternational is ahead and doubtless will win. 

It is said that the Cardinals can place in the field 
an entire team of substitutes which is almost a match 
for the first team. The four leading pitchers of the 
National League this year, that is, Haines, Halla- 
han, Derringer and Grimes, all pitch for the Cardi- 
nals. It is such a galaxy of pitchers as baseball sel- 
dom has seen. The celebrated “Dizzy” Dean, who 
pitches for the pennant-winning Cardinal farm team 
at Houston, has an even better record of earned runs 
scored against him than the famous “Lefty” Grove. 
So much for the training sthool conducted by Drs. 
Breadon and Rickey, and what it does for young men 
aspiring to success in this great and healthful out- 
door sport. 

We think the Cardinals can beat the Athletics. At 
any rate, the contest between these two teams will 
be renewed in St. Louis Oct. 1. Unfortunately, we 
are still trying to give this big show in a little park, 
and not half the people who would like to see it can 
do so. Let us hope that the owners of the Cardinals, 
who must by this time be assured of the continued 
success of their plan, are going to do something about 
this grievous matter before very long. In the four 
years that the Cardinals have won pennants they will 
have met only two teams in the world series. They 
had two series with the Yankees, and won one of 
them. Last year they played the Athletics. The 
Athletics beat them, from which we adduce that the 
Cardinals owe the Athletics a beating.

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ECHOES OF THE “MERRY-GO-ROUND.” 

Coming out in midsummer, hardly a book season, 
the “Washington Merry-Go-Round” had in six weeks 
sold 36,000 copies. 

The “Merry-Go-Round” is anonymous, and there is 
really nothing in it the country did not know. A 
certain amount of social and political effluvia is in- 
evitable in such a community, and it is quite as in- 
evitable that people should write about it. Even re- 
publics achieve faint echoes of the courts of the Bour- 
bons, a development we usually have been able to 
keep within bounds only by the democratic interpo- 
sition of an occasional Andrew Jackson or Mrs. Gann. 
Upon the other hand, some parts of the book are very 
well worth reading. They are important, too. One 
of the suspected authors, Robert S. Allen, has lost his 
position as head of the Washington Bureau of tho 
Christian Science Monitor because the Monitor did 
not like the book. This seems to us a harsh judg- 
ment, since a Washington correspondent, like Shy- 
lock, has “eyes, hands, organs, dimensions, senses, 
affections and passions.” It goes without saying 
that if Mr. Allen’s observations were suppressed 
by the Monitor he was going to give utterance to 
them somewhere. Perhaps he did do that in the 
“Merry-Go-Round.” We do not know. 

The point is that if the Boston paper dismissed him 
because of anonymous candor in the book, its action 
bears out the frequent charge that very few members 
of the press staff in Washington are free men. The 
New York Herald Tribune objects to an intimation, 
in the “Merry-Go-Round” that these free men are 
more useful to the country than their brethren. It 
concludes that what the authors conceive to be public 
service is really socialism. That is, in the phrase of 
the Herald Tribune, the book “gives the impression 
that the only correspondents in Washington who are 
worth their salt are those who agree with Senator 
Norris.” 

It is not, of course, a coincidence that correspond- 
ents who reopened the Continental Trading Co. scan- 
dal and habitually expose privilege and dishonesty in 
public life usually agree with Senator Norris. The 
Nebraska Senator is engaged in the same laudatory 
sort of public service. No greater calamity has ever 
befallen the United States than that a few Washing: 
ton correspondents who are free men should be set 
apart from the mass of their craft by such books as 
the “Merry-Go-Round.” A press apologetic of privi- 
lege and having only epithets for those who expose it, 
which is what we have chiefly had in the country for 
the past 10 years, has much for which to answer. It 
might, in the exercise of the freedom which Jef- 
ferson and Madison so greatly counted upon to pre- 
serve our democratic institutions, have spared us 
some of the ills from which we suffer today. 

The press offers the only means the people have of 
knowing whether the Government is good, bad or in- 
different. The pitiful exhibition of blind man’s buff 
given by the Washington correspondents when the 
oil scandal broke is all that needs to be said about 


the plight of American journalism, It sold its herit-

age for a mess of pottage, and so made a mess of 

yr public life. Is it surprising that an occasional 
journalist, who wearies of prostituting a profession 
which has the distinction of usually leading human 
progress, should wish to cleanse his soul by telling 
the truth? 

The chapter on the press in the “Merry-Go-Round” 
seems to us pretty complete. If anything remained 
to be said about the Christian Science Monitor, the 
Monitor itself has supplied the omission. 
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ST. LOUIS AND NATURAL GAS. 

If Mr. Wimer cares for our advice he will not in- 
troduce into the Board of Aldermen his resolution 
asking City Cotunselor Muench to ascertain if the 
city can condemn the distribution plant of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. for the purpose of giving the 
community natural gas. 

The city has no such legal power, and the resolu- 
tion could only waste both the City Counselor’s time 
and that of the board. The Laclede Gas Light Co. 
has a perpetual grant in St. Louis, given it more than 
50 years ago by the State Legislature. The grant is 
property, and as property it is protected by the Fed- 
eral Constitution. The company is giving public 
service. It is selling artificial gas. The city can 
condemn some kinds of property, but only for public 
use, to which such property is not being put. For 
instance, it can condemn property to widen a street. 
To suppose that it could condemn the distributing 
system of Laclede for the purpose of giving St. Louis 
natural gas is absurd. The courts would think the 
Board of Aldermen had been taking laughing gas. 

The thing for Mr. Wimer’s committee to dv is to 
induce Laclede to give St. Louis this service. There 
are certain risks involved upon the part of the com- 
pany by such a step. It has a vast artificial gas man- 
ufacturing plant. If it gave its distributing system 
over entirely to natural gas, its manufacturing plant 
would fall into disuse and the value of it might be 
taken from the company’s valuation for rate-making 
purposes. The company has sought to solve this 
problem by proposing to mix artificial gas with nat- 
ural gas. This is a practical solution, and we are 
only sorry that it has not gone ahead upon this plan. 
Had it done so, Mr. Wimer’s committee would not be 
in the field and there would not be such a wide- 
spread feeling in the community that Laclede will 
after all only sit tight upon its monopoly. It will not 
do so when it comes to consider the much greater 
risk of competition. That is what brought the gas 
company at Kansas City to time, and it will bring 
Laclede to time. 

Mr. Wimer’s committee has one wide open field. 
The Board of Aldermen can bring a competitor to 
Laclede into the city any time it wants to do so. 
The Laclede franchise, while perpetual, is not ex- 
clusive. We have explained heretofore that when it 
was originally granted it was exclusive, but that 10 
years later the Legislature amended it by omitting 
the exclusive feature. : 

The Board of Aldermen is therefore quite free to 
deal with other corporations which may want to 
bring natural gas into St. Louis, and if it will do so 
Laclede will come off its high horse. 
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JUDGE STO@NE’S OPINION IN THE WIDA CASE. 

Some misapprehension seems to exist regarding 
the opinion of Judge Kimbrough Stone of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in the Wida case. It 
is true the agents that raided Wida’s home did so 
without a search warrant, but none was needed 
under the circumstances, as the search was made 
merely as an incident to Wida’s arrest. Upon infor- 
mation that Wida was violating the dry laws, the 
agents went to his home and, upon arriving there, 
smelled the odor of mash. Wida, coming from the 
house, was placed under arrest. He admitted opera- 
tion of a still. The search followed. 

If Wida had chosen to stay within his Home, de- 
nying the agents access to it unless they produced a 
search warrant, and if the agents had then invaded 
his home without the warrant, Wida would have had 
a better case. In that event he might successfully have 
pleaded that the raid was in violation of the fourth 
amendment. As the case was presented to the court, 
the issue merely concerned the right of an officer 
to arrest a person who is committing a felony in the 
officer’s presence and to gather evidence relating to 
that felony. 

In view of the numerous dry law decisions that 
are a subject of legitimate criticism, such as the 
Supreme Court’s amazing views in the wire-tapping 
case, it is unfortunate when such decisions as Judge 
Stone’s are misunderstood and misinterpreted. The 
effect can only be to give ammunition to the proht- 
bitionists and to discredit sound criticism of bad 
decisions. 
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A MISER’S HOARD. 

How the little city of Grand Rapids is providing 
work for 2000 men, who would otherwise be jobless, 
is an object lesson that St. Louis may well ponder. 
The men have been assigned to 40 civic projects, in- 
cluding creation of a new park, widening streets, re- 
building sidewalks, making intersections safer, put- 
ting in new sewers, painting buildings, filling va- 
cant lots, cleaning up the river banks and park 
forestry work. They are paid from an emergency 
bond issue of $650,000, authorized by the Michigan 
Supreme Court on the ground that unemployment 
is a publiccalamity for which emergency loans may 
be made. 

There is a striking analogy between the things that 
are being done for Grand Rapids and the things that 
should be done for St. Louis. Except for the routine 
work under the 1923 bond ‘ssue, St. Louis has failed 
to seize the present unemployment emergency to nail 
two birds with one stone, namely, relieve the plight 
of the jobless and inaugurate civic improvements. 
This would be the most opportune time imaginable, 
for example, to begin work on the river front devel- 
opment, but the city administration has permitted 
precious time to slip through its fingers, and, even 
if it should now attack the project, many months, if 
not years, would elapse before actual work could be 
started. as 

Grand Rapids was foresighted enough to put its 
plan into effect in December, 1929. St. Louis had a 
statutory borrowing margin in 1929 of $50,000,000. It 
now has a borrowing margin of more than $63,000,- 
000. In view of the plight of some 100,000 St. Louis- 
ans who cannot find work and the need of the city 
for all sorts of development, it is a shame that this 
credit is unused. In a sense, it is like a miser’s 
hoard. ,

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The South’s Cotton Problem 


Montesquieu warned against too great reliance on foreign markets; this practice has 
made Southern cotton growers what he called “planters to foreigners”; it is in- 
creasingly difficult to market our cotton abroad; South should concentrate cn in- 
dustrial development, limit cotton crop to home needs, and diversify its agriculture.

HERE it a passage in Montesquieu’s 
T spirit of the Laws,” written nearly 200 

years ago, which is so pertinent to cere 
tain questions of the day that it seems to 
clamor for quotation. “If we could find a 
state,”’ says Montesquicu, ‘‘so unhappy as to 
be deprived of the effects of other countries, 
and at the same time almost all of its own, 
the proprietors of the lands would be only 
planters to foreigners. This state, wanting 
all, could acquire nothing; therefore it 
would be better for the inhabitants not to 
have the least commerce with any nation 
upon the earth, for commerce in these cir- 
cumstances must necessarily lead to pov- 
erty.” 

The key to the economic history of the 
South, I think, is to be found in this pas- 
sage from Montesquieu. For nearly a cen- 
tury and a half the determining character- 
istic of the economy of the South has been 
that its central economic activity was that 
of producing raw materials for foreign ex- 
port. The people of the South have been, in 
Montesquieu’s expressive plirase, “planters 
to foreigners.” That circumstance explains 
much about the South and its history which 
otherwise would seem inexplicable. It is the 
key also to the present economic situation 
in Texas and other cotton exporting st:utes, 
and I am persuaded that the problems 
which that situation presents can be under- 
stood fully only when considered in relation 
to it. 

The Overshadowing problem which the 
South is facing today is that of cotton. An 
immense number of the South’s people— 
certainly as many as 6,000,000 of them, pos- 
sibly more—are directly dependent for a 
living chiefly upon the production of cot- 
ton. There probably are as many inofe who 
are indirectly dependent upon cotton, and 
some 45,000,000 acres of the best land in 
the South is devoted to its production. In 
most of the Southern States the difference 
between what are called ‘‘good timés" and 
“hard times” is a difference of a few cents 
a pound in the price of cgetton or of a mil- 
li6n or so bales in the size of the crop, 
Cotton, in short, occupies the central posi- 
tion in the South’s economy. In a much 
truer sense than is intended in the song, the 
South is the “land of cotton.” 
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Today cotton cannot be sold for a price 
approaching the cost of its production, Even 
at a rulnous price the world is buying less 
American cotton than formerly, and tlere 
is good reason to believe that this is a more 
or less settled condition. As a result of this 
situation, millions of Southern people, white 
and black, are facing the prospect of living 
at a bare subsistence level, and the eco- 
nomic structure of the South is threatened 
with dissolution. What's to be done about 
it? | 

More than half of the annual American 
cotton crop must be sold outside of the 
United States. The American people have 
never in a single year consumed as much 


‘as 7,000,000 bales of cotton, and the aver- 


age American crop is more than twice Ahat 

amount. No single commodity offered for 

Sale to the rest of the world by a Single 

country makes so great a draft on the 

world’s purchasing power as American cot- 

ton. The value of the annual cotton exporis 
/ 4 


of the United States has more than once 
exceeded a billion dollars. A central ques- 
tion with respect to the South’s wetl-being, 
therefore, is that of the world’s ability to 
buy American cotton. 

This is not merely a question of whether 
foreign countries are prosperous or not. 
There is more involved than that. For for- 
eign countries must purchase our cotton 
within the borders of the United States. 
The American farmer must be paid in 
American’ money for his cotton, and in 
order to buy it the foreigner must first 
Obtain American money. It is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for the foreigner to ob- 
tain American money. If foreign countries 
sold to the United States as much gootis as 
they bought from the United States there 
would be no difficulty about the matter. 
But, as everybody knows, that is not the 
case. The American people do not buy so 
much goods from foreign countries as for- 
cign countries buy from the United States. 
The foreigner, thercfore, must obtain Amer- 
ican money in other ways. The most obv - 
ous other way is to exchange gold for it. 
But the amount of gold that can be safely 
used in that way 1s decidedly limited, and 
if it were habitually used for any length of 
time between a nation that sold more than 
it bought and the other nations, the former 
would eventually have all the gold and the 
situation would be worse than cver.

The American cotton farmers produre 
primarily for the export market. Today 
there is not an American market for so 
much as half of the average American cot- 
ton crop. The important demand for cotton 
is the foreign demand; the price at which 
cotton must sell is the foreign price. In the 
changed world that has resulted from tlie 
war, the Southern cotton farmer finds him- 
self on the wrong side of the fence, so to 
speak: the foreign side. If he is to continue 
to sell his cotton to the world he must 
accept the price the world can afford to 
pay. And that price will be the forzien 
price, adjusted to the foreign price level, 
and not a price adjusted to the American 
price level. 

That any economic program for the South 
in the future must give an important, if not 
the prime, place to industrial developm 2ut 
ought to be obvious... But it shuuld be noted 
in this connection that it is the home mar- 
ket that should be emphasized, and not raw 
materials or any similar factor. We must 
emphasize “producing for the home market 
and constantly improving that market.’ Woe 
must do more things, all kinds of things, in 
the factory and on the farm, for ourssives 
and for our immediate neighbors. and ices 
for people on the other side of the ocean. 

Such a program does not menare the 
“agrarianisin” of the South. On the con- 
trary it offers it a firmer economic base 
than it has ever had in all its history. For 
it proposes a balanced economy under 
which the “industrial” South.and the “agra- 
rian” South will supplement and support 
each other. If the program here suggested 
does not propose that Dixie shall cease en- 
tirely to be the land of cotton, it doex pro- 
pose that the happy people who live and die 
there shall no longer be “planters to for- 
eigners.”

ee RANCE against the world” is the title 


of an impassioned article in the Na- 
tion by its editor, Oswald Villard. He calls 
for a “moral embargo” upon her, enforced 
by the other nations, if she continues to 
“block the rehabilitation of the world.” 
With due allowance for the somewhat hys- 
terical rhetoric in which the Nation deals 
so liberally, there is much truth’in the pic- 
ture there drawn, with one important ex- 
ception, and it is necessary to emphasizs 
that exception. 

Mr. Villard says: ‘‘More than that, France 
Stands out today in all the world as the 
one country which opposes thorough-going 
disarmament except on its terms. 
every step taken to be from the point o? 
view of what it thinks it needs and fears. 
No, not what it fears. I do not believe thet 
of the French people. I should have said 
‘what the politicians now holding office 
fear or pretend to fear.’ I notice that cvety 
time Briand makes an _ intensely pacifist 
speech his hearers wildly applaud him.” It 
is true that Briand’s appeals for peace fall 
upon willing ears of the French pcople. 
is doubtful that there is a people in europe 
which more vehemently desires peace tha 
do the French. There is probably none 
less desires war. The French, however. are 
the most realistic of peoples in their thi 
ins, and they conceive of peace as obtall 
able only by superior force, for in their 
memories they find no other kind of ‘) 
as ever having existed.

PRESBYTERY TO KEEP 
UP WORK AMONG JEWS 


Announces the Rev. Mr. New- 
man Will Be Replaced by 
Another Missionary. 


The St. Louis Presbytery, U. S. 
A., comprising 41 city and suburban 
congregations, has issued a state- 
ment explaining its change 
methods of ministering to Jews. 

“The Presbytery,” it is 


“hereby affirms its sense of re- 
sponsibility to the great head of 
the church to preach the gospel to 
every creature, and expresses its 
purpose to heed the apostle’s ex- 
hortation to give the gospel ‘to the 
Jew first and also to the Greek.’ 

“Hence the Presbytery hereby 
declares that its action in June in 
no wise implies an intention to 
abandon its divinely appointed task 
of giving the message of salvation 
to all men, both Jews and gentiles, 
but that the change adopted is 
merely to conform to the suggestion 
of the committee on Jewish work 
that missions to the Jews be con- 
ducted in connection with individ- 
ual churches, instead of being con- 
fined to special mission centers 
maintained for that purpose. 

“In taking this action, the Pres- 
bytery of St. Louis by no means in- 
timates its disapproval ecither of the 
method or the motive of the Rev. 
Elias Newman. Instead it takes this 
opportunity to record its apprecia- 
tion of his fidelity as superintend- 
ent of Mizpah Center for the last 
two and a half years, and follows 
him with its prayers as he begins 
his new duties as pastor-evangelist 
of the Hebrew-Christian Alliance.” 

As told at the time, the Presby- 
tery, at a meeting at Second Pres- 
byterian Church, June 22, set Sept. 
1 as the date for terminating the 
engagement of the Rev. Mr. New- 
man. Mizpah Center, over a store 
at 5715 Easton avenue, was closed 
before the June meeting.

Denman said the Walla Walla 
Plan “assumes” the purchases 
would be consummated only if the 
farmers would realize a profit on 
day of d- livery, and since the price 
could not be determined in advance, 
the element of speculation would 
be involved. 

“The agricultural marketing act,” 
he added, “directs the board to 
minimize speculation. The board 
cannot justify any plan which 
would involve producers in a spec- 
ulative interest in the market.” 

The effort to reduce acreage was 
commended, but Denman said ma- 
terial price increases could be ob- 


tained only by even larger reduc- 
tion than unuer this plan. 
“The board,” he said, “has given 


‘completely as does 


extended consideration to your plan 
because it does attempt to bring 
about some of the necessary reduc- 
tions in production. Readjustments 
are required, however, not only in 
wheat, but in many other products, 
and must be made with reference 
to systems of farming as a whole. 
The board will continue its efforts 
to assist in bringing about these re- 
adjustments.” 
The board has agreed to limit 
sales from the wreat surplus to 
5,000,000 bushels a month exclusive 
of sales and trades abroad. Already 
it has disposed of more than 75,- 
000,000 bushels of the 250,000,000 
to 285,000,000 bushels bought in 
stabilization operations. 

Board Criticised. 
A charge that the Farm Board 
would wait indifinitely for a per- 
fect solution of the wheat surplus 
problem was made by the group of 
Northwest grain men. 

“The board will wait indefinitely 
for the perfect plan while the 
wheat farmer perishes under sur- 
plus production,” the group said in 
a statement before departing for 
home, 

“We have made an honest, de- 
termined effort to put in operation 
a plan to cut surplus production 
which the board has always said 
must be done if wheat prices are 
permanently to advance. The 
board has rejected the plan. We 
have asked for a modified plan but 
the board offers no concrete plan 
to accomplish the thing they say 
must be done. 

“In a letter full of inconsisten- 
cles and contradictions, the Federal 
Farm MBoard rejects the Walla 
Walla surplus wheat control plan. 

“After 13 hours of discussion the 
board does not seem to grasp the 
economics of the whéat situation as 
the wheat 
grower, the country banker and the 
big business man who have passed 
on the plan. Certainly their letter 
of rejection to our committee is 
illogical and does not outline the 
plan as we presented it. 

“The board has preached reduc- 
tlon of acreage from every plat- 
form, over the radio and through 
the press for two years, but has 
secured no reduction. Now when 
we present a concrete plan to cut 
production, Chairman Stone  ob- 
jects to it on the ground that non- 
participating wheat growers in this 
and foreign countries might hear 
of our plan and increase. their 
acreage. 

“To our committee this sounds 
like a flat contradiction of all that 
has ever been said in behalf of re- 
duced acreage. Every doubt has 
been resolved by the board against 
the plan and nothing—absolutely 
nothing—in its favor."

DECATUR, Ill., Sept. 17.—Reso- 
lutions pledging support to enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth aménd- 
ment and denouncing agencies 
working for repeal of the prohibi- 
tion laws were adopted yesterday 
by the annual convention of the II- 
linois Disciples of Christ. The res- 
Olutions said prohibition enforce- 
ment has improved recently and 
praised Gov. Louis L. Emmerson 


for his veto of the Illinois repealer.

Time for American Bankers to 
Help Own Country, Former 
Ambassador Declares.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Janies 
W. Gerard, former United States 
Ambassador to Germany, arrived 
today on the Paris, saying Germany 
was now in “apple-pie order” and 
that American bankers ought to 
begin helping America. 


“In Germany it:seems to have 
been good business since 1924 to 
‘go bust,’” he said. “They have 
paid 10,000,000,000 marks in repa- 
rations, and their public and pri- 
vate borrowings amount to about 
18,000,000,000, so they are about 
8,000,000,000 ahead, but are still 
complaining about how poor they 
are. 

“I do not think that Germany 
will establish a dictatorship within 
the year. There is a solid body 
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of German citizens who are neither 
Hitlerites nor Communists, and 
they will never be heard of until 
a crisis. Germany is really in ap- 
ple-pie order. She has built 
stadia, swimming baths and all 
sorts of magnificent housings on 


borrowed money, and the balance 


she has lent to Russia. It is time 
that American bankers aided 
America. If we are to do busi- 
ness with Russia, let us do it di- 
rectly and take the profits, and net 


do it through Germany.”

. Learning to Talk 
HILDREN vary widely in the 
C aces at which they begin to 
talk. 

As a rule, girls begin to talk 
from two to four months earlier 
than boys. The first child usually 
begins to speak later than the 
child born into a family with other 
children. 

The average child begins to ar- 
ticulate in speech about the end of 
the first year, making word sounds 
such as “mama,” “papa,” “baby,” 
etc. “ 
By the end of the second year, 
the normal child can use two and 
three-word sentences. 

Following the second year, the 
child acquires a vocabulary at fi 
made up almost entirely of th 
names of persons and of objects. 

Subsequently, this vocabulary is 
enriched by verbs—still later by 
adverbs and adjectives. 

The remaining articles of speech 
are slowly acquired as speech de- 
velops. The last to be acquired are 
the personal pronouns. 

If a child arriving at the age of 
two makes no attempt to speak, 
some mental defect may be re- 
sponsible, or the child may be a 
deaf mute. 

In rare cases, children of normal 
intelligence and perfect hearing 
will be retarded in speech develop- 
ment. 

This arises in situations where 
the child can satisfy his wants 
through non-language signs. 

However, retardation in the de- 
velopment of speech calls for care- 
ful examination. 

Where the child does not speak 
because it finds it possible to satis- 
fy its needs by other signa, it can 
be stimulated in the development 
of speech through an insistence 
upon having it name the objects 
and actions it desires. 

Placing such a child in contact 
with other children of approxi- 
mately the same age will help. 


The best way to clean the coffee 
pot is to boil it well in water con- 
taining borax.

Apartment in Early Morn- 
ing Get $325 Loot From 
Man and Wife. 


LOBBY EMPLOYES 
CAPTURED FIRST 


Night Clerk and Elevator 
Operator Forced to Ac- 
company Thieves, Held 
Captive for an Hour. 


4 fifth-floor apartment of the 
Congress Hotel, 275 Union boule- 
yard, was entered by two holdup 
men early today, after robbers had 
obtained only $5 from the hotei 
safe in the .obby. 

The elderly occupants of the 
apartment, Mr. and Mrs. Alexander | 
G. Milius, were bound at the wrists 
and held under guard while the 
robbers spent an hour in ransack- 
ing the apartment, obtaining $25 
and jewelry valued at $300. A 
night clerk and an elevator op- 


erator were taken from the lobby 
to the apartment and held captive | 
in a similar fashion. | 

The night clerk, Kermit Sawyer, | 
4417 Delmar boulevard, and _ the 


elevator operator, Joseph _ Trost, 
3623 Garfield avenue, were on duty 
when the two men-~ entered the 
hotel lobby, at 2:45 a. m., and said 
they had a package for “Mr. 
Robertson.” As the two employes 
started to check the residents of 
the hotel, each of the holdup men 


drew arms, one a revolver and one 
an automatic pistol, and ordered 
them into the hotel office. 
Clerk Slapped and Kicked. 

The hands of both were bound 
behind their heads, and one holdup 
man took Sawyer’s keys to the desk 
and hotel safe. After opening a 
drawer in the safe containing $9 
that the clerk used as change, they 
came back and demanded the keys 
to other sections of the safe, slap- 
ping and kicking Sawyer when he 
told them he did not know how 
to open the rest of the safe. 

Still securely bound and gagged, 
the two employes were taken on 
the elevator to the fourth floor and 


then up the steps to the fifth floor 
to the Milius apartment, 
292. There one of the robbers 
inanipulated a lever. which lights 
a green globe in the apartment in 
order that Mrs, Bertha Milius, who 
is deaf, may be notified of a caller. 

Milius, who is 73 years old and 
iS Vice president of the Wolff-To- 
ber Shoé Co., answered the call, 
and on being informed that it was 
irom a special delivery messenger, 
let one robber in. The robber drew 
his revolver and then brought his 
accomplice and the two employes 
inside,
